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May Turner of New Baltimore Killed 


with Shot Gun Last Sunday 


NEAR NEW BUENA VISTA 


WMle Sitting on a Chair Near a Table 


at the Home of Howard Corley— 


Inquest and Verdict Today. 


With the top of her head blown 


off, Miss May Turner of New Balti- 
more, Somerset County, was found at 
the home of Howard Corley near New 
Buena Vista, Juniata Township, this 
ccfunty, Sunday afternoon, breathing 
her last. Corley says he believes the 
girl committed suicide, but this the- 
ory is discredited by all who Nhave 


f been connected with the investiga- 


tion. 
The discrediting of the suicide 
theory advanced by Corley is due to 
the-fact that the almost lifeless body 
of the girl was found in the room, 
with the shotgun containing a recent- 
ly-exploded shell standing nearby, 
while there was a broken pane -of 
,glass In the window through which 
the.-shot had entered and numerous 
tiny leaden pellets were found imbed- 
ded in the wall in range with the hole 
in the window pane. 
Broken glass 


"was strewn over the table at which 
the young lady was sitting when shot, 
and the floor was covered with spots 
of blood and pieces of the broken 


- glass. 
There is no doubt that the 
person who fired the shot at the girl 
placed the weapon in the room after 
the crime was committed in order to 
leave the impression that the girl had 
fired the shot that ended her life. 
-According to all the information 
obtained Miss Turner, who is a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Emanuel 
Turner, 
of New Baltimore, last 
Thursday went to the home of Cor- 
ley, who is her uncle, to keep house 
for him during the absence of Mrs. 
Corley, who was visiting her father, 
Solomon Ritchey, in Napier Town- 
ship, this county. Miss Turner had 
in her care at the time three small 
children. 
Corley said he was out in the hay- 
mow of his barn at the time the girl 
was shot and that the first he knew

Corley says he did not hear the shot. 
The child when questioned said he 
wa's playing in an outhouse when he

'Squire Bittner, the nearest neighbor, 
, and when Mr. Bittner appeared he 


found 
the 
girl 
unconscious and 
' breathing her last, a gaping wound in 
the head being the cause of death. 
Sheriff Grant Dodson, Deputy Sher- 


iff Andrew Dodson, District Attorney 
D. C. Reiley and Miss Lulu Nans, a 
stenographer, went to New Buena 
Vista Monday morning and secured 
all the evidence available, including 
a statement from Corley to the effect 
that he believed the girl had fired the 
shot that ended her life. When Cor- 
ley was shown how the shot had 
plowed through the window and 
some of the leaden missiles had 
struck the wall on the other side of 
the room, he is reported to have said 
that he could offer no explanation as 
to these phases of the situation. 
• So far as could be learned from the 
county officials who investigated the 
case, no motive for the crime has yet 
been established. It is believed, how- 
ever, that evidence of direct nature is 
being withheld for the inquest, which 
is expected to place the crime upon 
the suspect. 
It is said that Corley was drunk 
Saturday night and Sunday, and when 
in this condition is considered a. bad 
man, 
-"Squire L. C. Markle of New Buena 
"Vista, acting deputy coroner, empan- 
nelel the following jury: 
S. C. 
Mowry, John M. Housel, H. E. Whis- 
ker, Bruce Zeigler, A. P. Suter and 
Harry Suter, which met on Monday 
and questioned Corley, his childreji 
and several others, but no agreement 
was reached by the jury. It is likely 
that .another meeting will be held to- 
day, when a verdict will be rendered, 
as to how the young girl came to her 
death, and who is responsible for the 
deed. 
The funeral of the murdered girl 
was held Wednesday morning at New 
Baltimore in the Roman Catholic 
Church, of which she was a member. 
She was about 18 years old, was a 
comely young lady, and was held in 
high isteem by all who knew her.

acter, recently said: "Well-bred peo- 
ple don't go about their affairs in a 
roundabout way: they are always 
simple, sincere, direct." 


Miss Louise Hall of Massachusetts, 


Executive Secretary of Pennsylvania. 
Woman Suffrage Association, with 
headquarters at Harrisburg, was at 
the Bedford County fair two days 
this year working for votes for 
women. While in Bedford Miss Hall 
secured a good photograph of her 
suffrage booth. When she left Bed- 
ford, for Harrisburg she took this 
photograph with her and also a lot 
of petty plans with which to scalp 
the Mann who dared to oppose her 
suffrage work. As one of her Bed- 
ford satellites put it—"to get even 
with you—she is too much for you." 
Three days after Miss Hall left Bed- 
ford, the Harrisburg Patriot publish- 
ed a mixture of silly falsehoods, fool- 
ish statements and cheap braggadocio 
about her "great success" at the Bed- 
ford County fair. 
Success!! 


The author of this miserable story 
typifies the political woman, "who, in 
this case, is shielding herself behind 
a newspaper reporter. 
Her story 
gives us a good mental picture of the 
average political woman, with all her 
insincerity, pretense, chicanery and 
roundabout ways. 
Are you surprised that thousands 


of quiet, sincere, thoughtful women 
in Pennsylvania, and in every state, 
are opposed to woman suffrage? 
As 
Senator Elihu Root says: 
"Suffrage 
implies not merely the casting of the 
ballot, the gentle and peaceful fall of 
the snow-flake, but suffrage, if it 
means anything, means entering up- 
on the field of political life, and poli- 
tics is modified war.

Tacked Signs, 
Bought and Sold Buttons and Ice 
Cream After He Saw the Light." 
A three-column 
engraving 
was 
made from Miss Hall's photograph of 
her 
suffrage 
booth 
at 
Bedford. 


Above this picture these words were 
printed In big black letters: 
"Suffragist Leader, Assistajtit 
and Booth Which Won ^Anti' 
Mr. Mann to Votes for Women's 
Cause." 
Why did The Patriot publish such 
deliberate falsehoods? 
They had 
ample time to verify Mass Hall's 
crafty and unreasonable statements. 
The real author of the story (Miss 
Hall) cannot plead ignorance. The 
story in full follows. 
Read it: 


"Armed with ice cream cones for 


ammunitnon and wearing -a beguil- 
ing smile to counteract any chilly ef- 
fect these might dijpense, Cupid 
marched into suffrage circles last 
week at the Bedford County fair and 
emerged 
triumphant on Saturday 
dangling the scalp of one Mann- 
Mann with capitals and preceded by 
George- 
He is, or rather was, an 
antique dealer, prominent in Bed- 
ford, who undertook to manage the 
booth devoted to anti-suffrage inter- 
ests at the lair. But influenced by 
the charm of Miss Louise Hall, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Pennsylvania 
State Woman's Suffrage Association, 
and possibly disturbed in addition by 
bits of sarcasm, biting even if deliv- 
ered with a soft southern accent, he 
fled to the eamp of the enemy.

Miss Hall 
left suffrage 
headquarters 
last Wednesday 
for 
Bedford to conduct a three days' 
campaign at the fair there, she went 
armed to the teeth with literature, 
placards, buttons and every insignia 
peculiar to suffrage, with which to 
put to rout, her friends, "the enemy." 
"Upon arriving, she found Mr. 


Mann and the anti-booth just around 
the corner from the suffrage stand 
which with the help of Mrs. Harry 
Cessna and her young daughter, she 
proceeded to make attractive. 
"Mr. Mann observed proceedings 
in silence, his eyes on Miss Hall. Fin- 
ally he quietly removed from his 
anti-background a placard which de- 
clared 'All suffragists are divorced 
women.' 
"When Miss Hall mounted the ta- 
ble on Thursday, to begin her ad- 
dress, Mr. Mann was on the outskirts 
of the crowd. When she finished, he 
was considerably nearer the table, 
and although seemingly rapt in the 
arguments advanced, had evidently 
determined to make his last stand. 
" 'Wait a minute,' he cried, as the 
crowd began to thin out, and he too 
jumped upon the table. 'I wish to 
say that the reasorf I am against giv- 
ing women the vote, is because I wish 
to protect them from the perils of the 
life to which they would expose them- 
selves. 
T would not drag them down 


into the mire of this pool political. 
I would keep them rath-ar within the 


sacred_ precincts of the home, as lov- 
ing wives and mothers.' 


" 'That,' Miss Hall responded, as 
she balanced herself upon her side 
of the table, is a good argument, but 
not unanswerable. 
'And,' she con- 
tinued,-with one eye on Mann at her 
side, 'comes probably with less force 
than usual from a man, probably fifty 
years of..age, who has failed to pro- 
vide the sacred precincts of a home 
for even one woman.' 


Mr, Mann and Suffragists 


"With; the best of intentions, evi- 
dently appreciating the fact that it is 
never too late to mend, Mr. Mann be- 
came a fixture at the suffrage booth. 
Every job from tacking up signs, to 
distributing "sunflowers" or taxing 
the patrons a dollar for a suffrage 
button, ^jvas his. 


"Ice ''cream cones, chewing gum, 
pretzels, every dainty peculiar to 
county Jfairs, he purchased for the 
suffragists, while Miss Eliza Arm- 
strong &f Pittsburgh, hastily sum- 
moned- from her home, reigned in his 
stead a£ the opposing booth. 


"When questioned about his con- 
version^ upon her return from Bed- 
ford; 
Saturday, 
Miss Hall 
only 
laughed1. 


" 'I can show you along list of new 
members, she declared. It was cer- 
'tainly a, most successful fair from the 
suffrage point of view. 
As for Mr. 
Mann, the report is out up there that 
his sign, has been changed from "An- 
tiques" to "Old Fashioned Novelties," 
so thoroughly does he shun every- 
thing 'anti.' " 


The above tale contains sixteen de- 
liberate and premeditated falsehoods. 
Miss Hall's green and gullible report- 
er, the fellow she is hiding behind, 
could not have crowded any more 
falsehoods 
Into the 
same 
space.

Manitou for the trail at ten thirty 
the night of the fifty eighth day

Mt." Shasta was very fresh in mem- 
ory. That climb was eighteen miles 
in length, this one nine.

mer required encounter of six miles 
of snow and ice, the latter none, and 
so with hopes 
bright and lessons 


learned in subsequent hikes, we 
both were confident of success. 
It 


was our object to be on the summit 
at sunrise to see an horizon resplen- 
dent with beauty. 


.Even though the stars shone out, 


Pike, like Mt. Sinai, was black now 
with the tarnish of centuries. 
The 


.air was cool. Slowly, we took the 
trail and overtook a party of ten 
from St. Louis, all exuberant and 
filled with an inexpliable curiosity. 
We joined their party, but they fell be- 
hind. Distant voices gradually swelled 
again, and they were after us, some 
gaining and letting us in the rear. 
A few of the female members appar- 
ently were in the seventh heaven of 
delight, but in the dark, it could be 
read upon their figures that little 
experience did they have in such ad- 
ventures. 


We had entered the Transition 


Zone. The trail was steep.

very sheen. 
The distance did not 
seem so far, but other experiences had 
taught the lesson of disbelief in even 
deliberate conclusions respecting dis- 
tance. The band of skeptics reached 
the daily souvenir printing house 
perched on the mountain side along 
the cog-road. A sopor captivated all 
of us but one, who aroused us with 
eome difficulty. 
\Ve were numbed 
with cold and soon began a search for 
fagots of any kind \sith which to kin- 
dle a fire. Anxiety had plowed its 
way over the countenances of several 
who declared they were going to grief 
in further attempts.

thin layer of snow that settled be- 
tween rocks moulded to their own ex- 
clusive purposes, we saw the halo en- 
larging.

The following is a brief abstract of 
a sermon pleached in the Bedford 
Methodist Church last Sunday even- 
ing by the pastor, Rev. G. W. Faus: 
Text, Matt. 12: 30. He that is not 


with me is against me; and he that 
gathereth not with me scattereth 
abroad. 


These words set forth that in our 


allegiance to Christ there is no neu- 
tral ground. 
We are either with 


Christ or against him. There are so 
many tests of discipleship, so many 
issues that challenge our allegiance 
or non-allegiance, and that force us 
into the open that neutrality becomes 
impossible. One of the modern tests 
of Christian discipleship is the Chris- 
tian's attitude toward the licensed 
liquor saloon. The prohibition ot the 
licensed saloon is one of the issues, 
which, through the progress of the 
years, has come to be so vitally link- 
ed up with all the interests of God's 
cause that the Christian citizen can 
no longer evade it. 
Everywhere, in 
some form or other, the aye and nay 
vote is being called tor upon the ques- 
tion of the licensed saloon, and by 
means of their vote men are lining 
^themselves up as with Christ or 
against him upon this issue ot para- 
mount importance to all the interests 
of practical Christianity. 


With this issue the citizens of our 
county are now face to face. Never 
before was the issue so clear and 
straight as at present. 
The recent 
enactment of our Legislature removes 
the election, of all judges from the 
realm of party polities, and places 
their election upon a purely non- 
partisan basis. This makes it purely 
a moral issue. As a moral issue it 
becomes the duty of the Christian 
minister, as of every Christian citi- 
zen, to talk and work "and vote for 
the triumph of the right over the 
wrong. 
Of the two candidates now 
running for Associate Judge, neither 
of them represents any political party. 
As candidates they are absolutely di- 
vorced from all parties, and are to be 
voted for solely on the ground of 
their qualifications as men, and of 
the principles for which they stand. 
Politically, therefore, there is no is- 
sue at stake in the election of the As- 
sociate Judge.

FREE DELIVERY OF MAIL 


Representative Bailey Introduces Bill 
to Have Service Extended. 
Representative Warren Worth Bai- 
ley of the 19th Congressional district 
of Pennsylvania last Friday introduc- 
ed a bill providing for the extension 
of the free delivery mail service to 
all towns in the United States with a 
population exceeding 1,000 which are 
not entitled under existing laws to 
such delivery. The bill carries with 
it an appropriation of ten millions of 
dollars, to become immediately avail- 
able on the passage of the act. 
Mr. Bailey takes the ground that 
the present postal service is anoma- 
lous, in that while residents of the 
cities and of the rural districts are 
giyen free delivery service, residents 
of something over 6,000 communities 
with an average population of 2,000 
are compelled to visit the postoffices 
to deposit or receive mail. 
He be- 
lieves that this is an injustice to the 
residents of towns and villages and 
he proposes by his bill to cure this. 
City delivery service is now in op- 
eration in 1,709 towns and cities, 
serving approximately a population 
of 47,000,000 at a cost of $38,000,- 
000. 
Experimental delivery is in op- 
eration in 114 communities at the 
cost of ninety thousand. 
Officials of 
:he postoffice department 
estimate 
that there are 6,604 communities 
witn an average population of 2,000, 
where there is no carrier delivery 
service. 
Estimating that it would 
require an average of two carriers at 
$600 per annum to serve each of 
these communities, should delivery 
service be established, the cost would 
be $7,924,800 per annum. 
"I do not mind admitting that I 
iave a double motive in proposing 
this bill," said Mr. Bailey. "Primar- 
ily of course I want to equalise the 
benefits of the mail service. 
I be- 


lieve that patrons of the postoffices 
in towns and villages are as fully en- 
titled to the best facilities which the 
service can afford as patrons of the 
postoffices in the cities and the rural 
districts. There is no function of the 
government more important to the 
welfare of the people than that of 
the postoffice, facilitating communi- 
cation and making for freedom of ex- 
change. 
This is the first considera- 
tion, but there is a second considera- 
tion hardly less important. If ten mil- 
lions of the available revenue be ap- 
propriated for bringing the postal 
service closer to some millions of our 
people, that amount will not be avail- 


wasteful expenditure on war- 
on 
and militaristic exploitation. I have 
called 
frequent 
attention to 
the 
pledge of economy, which the Demo- 
crats made in their Baltimore plat- 
form, and I am not forgetting that 
pledge now. I am not an advocate 
ot parsimony, dp not believe' m 
cheeseparing, as far as the next from 
wishing to impair any of the service- 
able activities of the government, ex- 
cept as they may trench upon the 
rights and duties of the states. I am 
therefore 
quite consistent 
in the 
proposition to increase the efficiency 
of the postal service, especially as I 
believe that this increased efficiency 
will result ultimately, if not at once, 
in a corresponding increase in the 
postal revenue. Certainly the exten- 
sion of free delivery to the country 
districts has greatly augmented the 
postal revenue from those districts; 
and no one will question that free 
delivery service has enormously stim- 
ulated the use of the mails by the 
residents of our cities. That the same 
facilities extended to the towns and 
villages of the country will have a 
like effect is hardly to be doubted." 
It is the intention of Mr. Bailey to 


make every effort to have this bill 
favorably reported and he believes 
that the residents of towns and vil- 
lages all over the United States will 
take an interest in his proposition 
and lend him their support. 


The bill as introduced by Congress- 
man Bailey is as follows: 


A BILL 


To authorize the Postmaster General 
to extend the free delivery mail 
service to towns and villages of 
1,000 population or over. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and the 


House of Representatives of 
the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled. That the Postmaster Gen- 
eral be and he is hereby authorized 
and directed to extend free delivery 
mail service to all towns and villages 
in the United States having a popula- 
tion of 1,000 or over that are not by 
existing law entitled to such delivery 
and for this purpose the sum of $10,- 
000,000, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to be avail- 
able immediately on the passage of 
this act and to be expended for the 
purpose named by the Postmaster 
General under such regulations as he 
may prescribe. 
That all acts or parts of acts in- 


consistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.

nor on Three Articles. 


Governor 
Sulzer 
was 
removed 


from office Friday by the High Court 
of Impeachment by a vote of 43 to 12, 
Presiding Judge Cullen and Senator 
Wend'e being excused from voting. 


When the first news of the ballot 


was conveyed to the executive man- 
sion ^the Governor refused to make 
a statement. He said he 'might talk 
later. 


The vote on the question of dis- 


qualifying the Governor from holding 
further office was unanimously nega- 
tive, except in the case of Judge Cul- 
len, excused from voting. 


A few minutes before 12 o'clock 


Judge Cullen 
announced 
formally 


that: "The Governor is hereby re- 
moved." 
At 
one 
minute 
after 


twelve, court adjourned. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 17—Gov. Will- 


iam Sulzer was found guilty late 
yesterday by the High Court of im- 
peachment on three of the articles 
preferred against him. They were 
1, 2, and 4. 
He was declared in- 


nocent on the charges contained in 
Article 3. 


Sulzer 
haggard 
and 
careworn, 


heard the news in his retirement 
in the executive mansion. 


Pacing the floor in his library, he 


said to a newspaper representative: 


"This fight has just begun. 
Be- 


fore it is ended the men who have 
attacked me will repent in sack- 
cloth and ashes. 
The people still 


trust me and when I have told them 
the truth they will right the in- 
justice that has been done." 


The vote on article 1 and 2 was 


39 to 18—a bare two-thirds majori- 
ty. The former article charges that 
the Governor falsified his statement 
of campaign contribution; the latter 
that he committed perjury in so 
doing. 


The vote on article 3, which charges 


the Governor bribed witnesses to 
withhold testimony from the Fraw-

unanimous in favor of the Governor. 


The vote on article 4 was 13, six 


members changing their votes on ar- 
ticles 1 and 2 from "not guilty" to 
"guilty," and two from "guilty" to 
"not guilty." 


This article charges that the Gov- 


ernor suppressed evidence by means 
of threats to keep witnesses from 
testifying before the Frawley Com- 
mittee.

stroys Craft on its Trial Trip. 
The newest and largest of the 


Zeppelin war airships, "Third," wa; 
destroyed in. midair by an explosion 
at Berlin, Germany, last Friday 
morning. 


All but one of twenty-seven mili 


tary men aboard, including the entire 
admiralty trial board, were killed 
The disaster occurred just above the 
main street of the city of Johannis- 
thal, while the dirigible, five hun- 
dred feet long, was making a trial 
trip preliminary to acceptance as the 
flagship of the new German aeria' 
navy. The shattered hulk of the air- 
ship, a mass of blazing canvas and 
crumpled aluminum, dropped nine 
hundred feet into the public high- 
way and there was nothing to be 
done except take the dead bodies 
of the victims from the twisted wrek- 
age.

from the returns made to his office 
by the Highway Department. 
Ap- 


propriations aie made so loosely 
and accounts are so jumbled that he 
cannot tell how much money is spent 
for any one purpose. 


This want of system and plan is 


characteristic of the whole manage- 
ment 
Mr. Bigelow's figures show 


that the average contract price per 
mile of ISO miles of road was $13,- 
341.18. 
But this is not the whole 


cost by any means, and no one has 
yet been able to ascertain what the 
whole cost is.

Text of the Lessen, Num. xx, 1-13. 


Memory Verses, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
P*. xix, 14—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. O. M. Stoarn*. 
I have endeavored lu our past stnd- 


Iqa to touch upon a tew of the many 
things n«t included in the portions as- 
signed in our lessons, but have proba- 
bly passed by more than I have men- 
tioned, such as the different offerings, 
the annual feasts, tbe year of lubilee, 
the great day of atonement and others. 
In chapter xix. just preceding our les- 
son chapter for today, we hav« the re- 
markable ordinance of the red heifer, 
or the Lord's provision for cleansing, 
by the way. by the ashes of the heifer 
mixed with running water and sprin- 
kled by hyssop upon the person to be 
cleansed 
To my mind, the central 


chapters of the first five books are 
Gen. xxii, the lamb provided; Ex. xii. 
the passover lamb; Lev. xvi. the an- 
nual atonement; Num. xix, the red 
heifer: Deut xviii, the prophet like 
unto Moses, for in each we see the 
Lord Jesus Christ In a special manner. 


The present lesson chapter brings us 


to the fortieth year of the wilderness 
sojourn and begins with the death of 
Miriam in the first month and ends 
with the death of Aaron at the age of 
123 years, in the fifth month (Num. 
xxxiii. 38. 39) Moses died at the age 
of 120. so it must have been before 
the close of that year, for there were 
just three years" difference in their 
ages (Deut 
xxxiv, 7; xxxi. 2; Ex 


vit 7). 


It does seem too bad. as we say, that 


after all his forbearance with them 
and intercession for them during thtr 
ty-nine years, that in the fortieth year 
he should so fail as to shut himself out 
of the land to which he had been lead 
ing them, and that neither of these 
honored three. Miriam. Aaron or Moses 
should enter the land 
While those 


who are truly in Christ can ue\er per 
ish and shall surely reach home, there 
is much that may be lost in the way of 
service and reward by our failures 
along the road (John iii. 10 s. 27 20: 
1 Cor iu, 4-15); therefoie the admoni- 
tion to take heed lest we lose a full 
icward (II John viii).

passed away in thy wrath."' iPs xc, 5, 
7, 0) 
(Tn passing let me remark that 


this is a most inappropriate passage to 
read at the funeral of a believer) 


A new generation had arisen, but 


were given to murmuring and wishing 


were dead, just like their fathers, 


and Aaron do not seem to 


bave made any reply to the murmur- 
•ers, but went to the Lord about it. 
May we ever follow their example In 
this. Whoever may complain to us or 
about us, let us always take it to the 
Lord in prayer, committing all things 
to Him. 


The Lord's instructions to Moses 


were simple and very plain. 
"Take 


the rod * * * speak ye unto the rock 
* * * and it shall give forth His wa- 
ter" (verses 7, 8) Moses took the rod. 
gathered the people, spoke in anger to 
them and smote the rock twice (verses 
3-11) 
Note bis words. "Must we fetch 


you water out of this rock?" We are 
•reminded of his words to the Lord 
oiearly forty years before when He 
«aid that He would give Israel flesh 
to eat for a whole month. "Shall the 
Bocks and the herds be slain for 
them?" (Nurn si, 22).
